LETTER !X. 
Editorial Correspondence of The Constitution. 
PaRis, May 22, 1878. 
At last the exposition is so far 
‘‘ready”’ that I may abandon the desu!- 
tory programme by which my corres- 
pondence has been guided up to this 
date. It will be much more pleasant 
and profitable for both your correspond- 
ent and readers hereafter to go through 
the great bezar by regular and orderly 
marches. Before entering upon these 
systematic descriptions there is one 
duty to perform that is both patriotic 
and needful. All American readers, 
taking it tor granted that the exposi- 
tion is a great affair, will want to know 
how America is represented—how the 
work has been done and with what re- 
sults. Deeming that this is both proper 
and i ‘eresting matter I here propose 
to give @ version of the matter 
that will be found faithful to all the 
real facts. - 
How the American congress accep- 
ted the invitation of the French gov- 
ernment to participate in the exposi- 
‘ion and how illy, at the same 
ime, the congress provided for euch 
participation are facts already known 
to your readers. Certainly little room 
was left by them for American price 
to assert itself or American enterprise 
to be manifest. In truth, the idea pre- 
vailing in congress and throughout the 
country seemed to be to give some 
thousands 2f dollars and send some- 
body over to spend it upon flags and 
fireworks so that our name may be in 
tle catalogue. The time left for prep 
aration was so short that many refused 
to believe that there would be a hun- 
dred exhibitors of American produc 
tions present at the exposition. Under 
these circumstances it was evident that 
whoever undertook the work of organ 
izing an American department here 
must have both abundant courage and 
extraurdinary genius for prompt and 
effective organization. It will be re- 
membered that there were misgivings 
as to any prominent and acceptable 
American being found willing to risk 
bis reputation and undertake the di ii 
culties of the mission. Fortunately one 
was found who dared to do go, and how 
well he has performed this great rervice 
tothe country deserves to be known 
throughout the union, and to have thie 
unanimous approval of a peop!e seidom 
slow to applaud the meritorious labore 
of their representatives. 


HON. RICHARD C M’CORMICK 

was appointed commissioner geveral at 
the Paris exporition the next day after 
the passage of the joint resolution of 
congress. THE CoNsTITUTION publish. 
ed at the time a very full sketch cf his 
public services, and after that publica- 
tion I do not deem it necessary to make 
further rehearsal of them to your reud~ 
ers. It is well known that in all the 
honorable positions to which he has 
been called he has brought to the ser- 
vice of his country a patriotism of 
unquestionable purity and the inrflu- 
énce of a liberal, independent, educa- 
ted mind, seeking only the most salu- 
tary effects in all things. I am not, as 
vou know, partial to superlatives and 
am not of the kind who fill the ranks 
of hero worshippers, but when | have 
studied a character and find a 
man whose qualities and = quali 

fications fully make up the 
measure of necessities surroundiny 
him, I do like to note the success 
which he achieves and the mastery he 
exerts over the occasion. I could not 
~— but mistrust the results of his 
undertaking when Governor McCor- 
mick consented to come to Paris, al- 
though I admired the pluck with which 
hé accepted the respousibility. When 
one remembers that the chances seemed 
all in favor of a meagre display, a sorry 
appearance amidst the grandeur of as- 
eembled Europe and Asia, the forced 
abasement of our national pride, lead- 
ing to ridicule abroad and tumu!tucus 
abuse at home, he gets a glimpse of 
what that word “responsibility” might 
include. 

From the day, however, that Gov- 
ernor McCormick assumed the direc 

tion of our representation at Paris, it 
was recognized that the right man was 
in charge. His recent experiences at 
the centennial, combined with his prac- 
tical judgment and his remarkable 
talent for administering affairs as 
wellin their largest relations as in 
their emallest details, enabled 
him to premptly map cut the pro- 
gramme of his entire operations, and to 
this hour everything connected with 
the affair has moved forward to the con- 
summation in obedience to the impulse 
he gave it. 


THE ORGANIZATION OF THE WORK 
preliminary to our appearance here was 
made with a view to securing the most 
effective service in every department 
and assembling the largest and most 
satisfactory exhibits possible. Prompt 
invitation was made to our producers 

manufacturers and artisans to tender 
applications for space. As each one ap-~- 
peared he took rank according to a reg. 
ular routine. Every detaii of corres- 
pondence, of selection, of explanation 
and of requirements was properly pre 

served and when a proper time arrived 
the space to be accorded was estimated 
and a tedious and careful selection made 
to the end that the collective exhibits 
might be fully illustrative of the pro- 
ducts and capabilities of our country. 
Few persons will understand the labor 
of such a selection but it was made with- 
out fear or favor and has resulted in the 
aggregation here of the most famous 
display ever made by Americaat a 
foreign fair. 

SPRCIAL EXHIBITS 8°UGHT. 


Wherever Gov. McCormick found 
that some department of production or 
manufsecture was likely to be unrepre- 
sented, I have personal knowledge of 
his individual activity in securing ex- 
hibits in that line. More than one, or 
a halt dezen, exhibits that would have 
been remarked by their absence are 
represented here solely by reason of 
his personal endeavors. While he re- 
fused a third of the 1,500 exhibits of- 
fered, he refueed none that would have 
the representative character of the 
general exhibition from our country. 
THE SHIPMENTS 


of the exhibits caused all our delays of 
installation here, but for those delays 
the responsibility, as I have before 
written, are not at his door. He made 
the best use of the government shipe 
that was possible and afterwards paid 
out of his slender appropriation the 
regular rates by merchant steamers 
upon nearly, if not more, than a thou- 
sand tons of exhibits. All the goode 
are now received and in quite ag good 
time as all the circumstances would 
permit. The exhibitors have thor- 
oughly understood and appreciated the

the display cf all our goods. After 
building an annex of 30,000¢ quare feet, 
our space is still over~-crowded. Every 
available inch on floors and walls is oc- 
cupied. The assignments of space and 
the prompt and order'y disposition of 
the exhibits as received have been re- 
markably weil effected and have given 
rise to most favorable comments trom 
the French press and authorities. The 
egents in charge of exhibits, with some 
exceptions, have very neatly and ad- 
mirably arranged them for proper dis- 
play.

Mr. Henry Pettit, cf Philadelphia, 
tbe engineer and architect for the com- 
inission, Was also the engineer and ar- 
chitect of the main exhibition building 
end machinery hall for the Philade!- 
phia centennial. Happening to be 
traveling in Europe when congress ac« 
cepted the invitation of France for this 
exhibition, he was engaged at once by 
General McCormick as his representa-~ 
tive for those purposes in Paris. During 
the three months preceding the openirg 
of the exposition he hed the arduous 
labor to perform of preparing the build- 
ings and getting them into proper shape 
lor the reception of the exhibits.

Mr. Rufus M. Smith, direetor of in» 
stallations, was also genera! superinten- 
dent cf installations at the centennial, 
and has performed his arduous duties 
here with an energy and care altogether 
praiseworthy. I tell but the fact when 
I suy that I have heard no act of his 
questioned which would not have been 
my own action had I been in his place,

I think, then, in view of ail that has 
ccurred and of the,eueral expression 
upon the part of exhibitors that a 
meeting of them tomorrow would 
unanimously vote resolutions otf satis- 
faction.

2 A PROPER REPAYMENT. 

Of course, in view of these facta, I 
heartily approve as proper and just the 
idea that congress should ap ropriate 
the amount necessary to reimburse the 
commissioner genera! for the unlooked 
for and unusual drafts made upon hig 
fund for the purposes named. The 
cost of putting our section in tenanta- 
ble condition, of building the annex 
and the facade, the awnings and the 
unavoidable payments for freigh 
were certainly not contemplated by 
congre‘s when it appropriated the

We 
believe that a line as originaily planned 
would be as advantageous to Atlanta as 
any other.

Its friends have hoped for along time 
that it would be enabled to purchase a 
house in which, relieved of the heavy 
rental it has been forced to pay, it 
might take up its permanent «uarters. 
Despairing of receiving any endowment 
or aby appropriation from the city, 
the managers on last Saturday, took 
the little money they had succeeded in 
scraping together, and boldly purchas- 
ed the comfortable and suitable house 
in which they have been situated for 
some time They report that there 
is a balance of about $2,700 
yet due on the house. This amount 
‘must be paid in one year. The managers 
will have to appeal to the gengrosi 
tyof the public to raise this amount. 
We feel sure that their appeal wil! 
not be in vain. The people of Atlanta 
have never yet failed to respond to any 
appeal that is made to justice and mer 
cy, and they will not fail in this instance.
